Dsmodar Canal Projsct. 

(a) DescriptIon of the uorJc, 

Gcvvrnl ,—The Daniodar Canal Project was 
designed and constructed to irrigate an area 
of 180,000 acres on the left hunk of the 
Damodar river in the district of Burdwau. A 
measure of iMintrol of the water levels has been 
obtained by the eonstiuctieii of a weir 
undersluices and a head regulator at Itondia 
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flnniG 30. wwt of the town of BuTdwan. 
The watof' ro controlled flows through a canal 
system and is passed on to the land through 
permanent outlets to irrigate the crops by 
flowing from field to field. 

The total length of canals on the system is 
232 miles 1,100 feet. 

The headworlcs are situated at 
Boiidia UTul (‘onsist of a weir wall with three 
river sluices (usually (tailed undersluices) and 
a head regulator with the usual abutinenis, 
guide banks and flood bunds. 

The weir is 3,750 feet long and is designed 
to raise the ordinary low water levels by 9^ 
feet. The three umlersluices are each 60 feet 
wide and jj^-e situated on the left bank of ibe 
river in c<iiitiuuatiou of the w'eir wall and 
their purpose is to ensure that the main 
thread of the cairrent shall pass idose to tlie 
canal offtake. 

Control is obtained by St<mey’s sluice¬ 
gates 60 feet wide and feet high. The 
gates are counterbalanced and operated by 
hand winches. 

The head regulator is a sluice with five 
vents 20' x each in size and are designed 
to pass 2,000 cusecs of the river water into the 
canal system. 

The controlling gales are (»f a type known 
as the rising ciir’ which means that when 
the slui(‘.e is fully open, the gates have to ho 
dropped behind a breast wall. This ensures 
that the supply of w^ater jiassing into tlie 
canal will be free from sand, the sand passes 
along the floor of the uudersluices and is re¬ 
tained in the river bed.

WaaBSAS by aection three hundred and twenty of the Government

Coorg lA^gislative (’ouncil or a local body in British India, 
(convicted of an offence inid(^r Chapter IXA of the Indian Penal 
Code punishable with imjirisonment for a term exceeding six 
months ; or 

(б) is after an inquiry under Part. Ill of this Order reported as guilty

he shall, for a peried of six years from the date of the conviction or report, 
be disqualified for voting at any election. 

3. If, in relation to any election (other than an election by the memlK^rs 
of a Provincial Legislative Assembly to fill seats in t he Provincial L^islative 
(k)uncil), any person is after such an inquiry as aforesaid reported as guilty 
of any such corrupt practice as is specified in Part III of the said Schedule 
he shall be disqualified for voting at any election for a period of four years 
from the date of the report.

FIRST SCHEDULE. 

Corrupt Practiobs. 

Part I. 

1. Bribery, that is to say, any gift, offer or promise by a candidate or 
his agent, or by any other person with the connivance of a candidate or his 
agent, of any gratification to any person whomsoever, with the object, directly 
or indirectly, of inducing— 

(a) a person to stand or not to stand as, or to withdraw from being, 
a candidate at an election ; or 

{k) an elector to vote or refrain from voting at an election, 
or as a reward to— 

(t) a person for having so stood or not stood, or for having withdrawn 
his candidature; or 

(h) an elector for having voted or refrained from voting. 

For the purposes of this paragraph the term “gratification" is not re¬ 
stricted to pecuniary gratifications or gratifications estimable in money, 
and it includes all forma of entertainment and all forma of employment for 
reward ; but it does not include the payment of any expenses borui fide 
inoutied at, or for the purpose of, any election and duly entered in the 
return of election expenses prescribed by this Order. 

2. Undue influence, that is to say, any direct or indirect interference or 
attempt to interfere on the part of a candidate or his agent, or of any other 
person with the connivance of the candidate or his agent, with thr^ free 
exercise of any electoral right : 

Provided that— 

(<i) without prejudice to the generality of the provisions of this para- 
gri^^ih, any such person as is referred to therein who— 

(<) threateaas any candidate or elector, or any person in whom a can- 
didate or elector is interested, with any injury of any kind ; 
or 

(m) induces or attempts to induce a oandidato or elector to believe 
that ho, or any person in whom ho is intoreeted, will become 
or will be rendered an object of divine displeasure or spiritual 
censure, 

be deemed to interfiare with the free exeredae of the elector^ 
right that candidate or eleotm* within the meaning of this 
paragraph; 
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(b) a doolaration of public policy, or a fwoiaiae public a<M<m» ar 
the mero exercnce of a legal right witlMWt intent to tuterfeve 
with an eleotc^ right, uhiiX not be deemed to be intedmnoe 
within the meaning of this paragraph. 

3. The procuring or abetting or attempting to procure by a candidate 
or his agent, or by any other person with the connivance of a candidate 
or his agent, the application by a person for a voting hi the nan^e 

of any other person, whether living or dead/ or in a fictitious name, or 1^ 
a person for a voting paper in his own name when, by reason of the fact 
that he has already voted in the same or some other ccmstituehcy, he is 
not entitled to vote. 

4- The removal of a voting paper from the polling station during polling 
hours by any person with the connivance of a candidate or his agent. 

6. The publication by a candidate or his agent, or by any other person 
with the connivance of the candidate or his agent, of any statement of 
fact wliich is false, and which he either believes to be false or does not 
believe to be true, in relation to the j^orsonal character or conduct of any 
candidate, or in relation to the candidature or withdrawal of any candi¬ 
date, being a statement reasonably calculated to prejudice the prospects 
of that candidate's election. 

6» The incurring or authorising by a candidate or his agent of expendi¬ 
ture, or the employm^mt of any person by a candidate or his agent, in 
contravention of tliis Order of any Act of the Provincial Legislature or 
Rules. 


Part IT. 

1. Any act specified in P^irt I of this Schedule, when done hy a person 
who is not a candidate ^r his agent or a person acting with the connivance 
of a candidatrC or his agent. 

2. The applic^ation by a person at an election for a voting paper in the 
name of any other person, whether living or deiul, or in a fictitious name, 
or for a voting pap<.»r in his own name when, by reason of the fact that 
he has already voted in the same or some other constituency, he is not entitled 
to vote. 

3. The receipt of, or agreement to receive, any gratification whether as

If we vaunt ourselves over our ancestoi-s on the score of “enlighten¬ 
ment,” it must he in a sense that is abstract, if not Pickwickian. We 
(of the cities) see through a smoke darkly ami breathe an air tliat they 
would have ahhoiTod as lujartily as tlieir clnvaby condemned “villainous 
saltpetre.”

The case 
against our present methods of burning raw coal had already been 
proved by irrefutable evidence; but the speeches at the conference did 
succeed in making one or two new points and in keeping the whole 
disgusting evil before the public eye —{Mcufhchester Gtuirmaav Weekly), 

Safignine a/nd Determined, 

Since the burning of coal in liohdon was prohibited exactly 662 
years ago, and since from that day to this no one has uaid the edict 
the smallest notice, the Smoke Aliatement Society must f>e commended 
as a sanguine and determined body. Instead of denouncing the 
nuisance in bi<d language like John Evelyn, who pamphleteered against 
the *'dismal and Hellish cloud of Sea-coal,” the Society goes more 
cunningly to work by telling us of the shocking amount of money 
which is yearly wasted in smoke —{The Morning Post), 

PlaiiB for ChimmySp eto. 

Under the Act new plants installed or alterations made to the old 
must be approved by the Commission. During the year the Com mission 
examined and improved 81 plans of which 63 were made in the office 
of the Commission, covering nearly all types of industrial furnaces. 
Permission to construct was granted in each case. 

Domestic Binoko. 

The most deadly of the smoke nuisances is the low-lying smoke 
discharging at ground level from over a quarter of a million domestic 
firepia<!es which for seveml hours, particularly during the cold weather 
evenings, shrouds some suhurliau ureas in an irritating and suffiusatiiig 
pall through which it is impossible to see even a few yards ahead. 
There being no chimneys, doineHti<* smoke is discharged at ground level, 
when the aerial scavengers wind and min fail, the poisonous smoke 
floats stationary near the ground in the vicinity of the spot where it 
is made. Where the domestic smoke is worst, the mortality from respi¬ 
ratory diseases is highest. The Act does not control domestic smoke. 
However, the Commission have undertaken to deal with this smoke as 
far as practiwible by means of distributing leaflets containing illustra¬ 
tive instructions to the public and by co-operation rendered by the 
Ward^ Health Associations in tbe city. The alternative remedy is 
electricity, gas and smokeless fuel. 

Complaints. 

The Commission controls approximately an area of 80 square miles 
comprising tlie local limits of the Calcutta Corporation, Tollygunge 
Municipality, South Suburban Municipality, Garden Reach Munici¬ 
pality and Howrah Municipality. With tbe present inadequate staff 
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it IS difhcult to keep in touch with all cases of smoko nuisance. The 
continue to hiiow much uoniiden(*.e in the Commission And assist 
m the work by drawing attention to cases of smoke nuisances that 
Inspectors may not liave observed. Eighty-six complaints were made 
against seventy-six in tlie last year. Whenever complaints are received 
imme<]]ate enquiries are made and relief given whenever possible. 
Aunv of the complaints were made against domestic smoke in respect 
of which no action (an be taken under the Act; but every effort is made 
by instruction and advice to amelioiate conditions complained of. 

Thirty-one stetutory warnings were served upon the owners of fac¬ 
tories for offensive smoke emission. With each intimations were also 
wnt that, if effective remedial action to reduce emission were not taken^ 
legal proceedings would be instituted. 


Prosecutions. 

Every care continues to be taken by the Commission before sanction¬ 
ing a prosecution to see that it is necessary with most successful results. 

The following prosecutions were instituted during the year under 
review: -

Basack A (’o.’s Saw Mill at 21/1, Canal East Itoad, (^alcutta, for emit¬ 
ting smoke in contravention of rule 23(J) under s(»ctiou 10 of ttie Bengal 
Smoke Nuisances Act HI of 1905—Convicted for the second time and 
fined Re. 40 (40 per cent, of tlie maximum prescribed). 

(4) Mr. S. C. Ghose, Suj>crin.teiideiit, Tallah Pumping Station of 
the Calcutta Municipal (k>ri>oration, for emitting sm<»kc in contraven¬ 
tion of rule 23(J) under Hection 10 of the Bengal Smokt* Nuisances Act 
III of 1905—Convicted for the fourtli time and finetl Us. 125 (62 per 
cent, of the maximum prescribed). 

(6) Babu Keron Clmiidm Mitter, Manager of the Kauai Lall Daga’s 
Rice Mill at Cairapooker Road, Italghatta, Calcutta, for emitting 
smoke in contravention of rule 23(3) under section 10 of the Bengal 
Smoke Nuisances Act III of 1905—Convicted for the first time and 
fined Rs. 25 (50 per cent, of the maximum prescribed).

(8) Babu L. M. Sanna, Majiager of the Rameswar Tobacco Company, 
at 91-96, Grand Tmnk Hoad, IJowrah, for lower altitude in contraven¬ 
tion <»f rule 23(t5) under section 10 of the Bengal Smoke Nuisances 
Ac*t 111 of 1905, and also for wrongful construction and use in contra¬ 
vention of section 8A(2) of the said Act—Convicted under section 8A 
for the first time and fined Rs. 100 (100 per cent, of the maximum 
prescribed). 

(9) Mr. S. C. Ghose, Suj)eTintendent of the Talloh Pumping Station 
of the Calcutta Municipal (-oi^joraiiou, for emitting smoke in coiitm- 
veniion of nile 23(J) under section 10 of the BengiU Smoke Nuisances 
Act 111 of 1905—Convicted for tiie fifth time and fined Rs. 150 (75 
per cent, of the maximum prescribed). 

(10) Babu Hai-i Fada Roy, Monager of Messrs. P. C. Sen & Broa.’s 
Rice Mill at 39, Alipore Road, Co-lcutta, for emitting smoke in contra¬ 
vention of rule 23(J) under section 10 of the Bengal Smoke Nuisances 
Act III of 1905—Convicted for the first time and fined Rs. 10 (20 
per cent, of the maximum prescribed). 

(11) Babu Radlui Kiasen Bhorilall, owner o# the Rice Mill at 
1/2, Chetla Road, Tollygunge, f(»r emitting ^inoke in contravention 
of rule 23(J) under section 10 of the Bengal Smoke Nuisances Act III 
of 1905—Convicted for the first time and fined Rs. 10 (20 per cent, 
of the juaximum prescribed). 

(12) Babu Sureudra Nath Shah, Manager of Messrs. Ramdeo 
Benarasi Jjairs Rice Mill, at 2, Qovirido Addy Road, Calcutta, for 
emitting smoke in contra vent ion of rule 23(^) xinder section 10 of the 
Bengal Smoke Nuisances Act III of 1905—C^onvicted for the first time 
and fined Rs. 10 (50 per cent, of the maximum prescribed). 

In the last three cases, the fines inflicted are less than the inspection 
fees which would have been payable. The iufiictiou of such inade(|uahi 
sentences not only makes u breach of the Act profitable, but also tends 
to encourage certain owners, to commit such a breech. 


Publicity. 

The Commission was again represented at the Calcutta Health 
Welfare Week. Exhibits showed the evil effects of smoke nuisance 
and air pollution on the lu(*al resj»iratory mortality, the poisoning of 
food suojilics and the effects on trees, buildings and distant localities. 
The CaK'utta Electric Supply Corporation and the Orieu.tal Gas 
Coiuiiany greatly assisf^^d this section in displaying smokeless gas and 
electrical appliances for cooking and other domestic purposes, as a 
permanent solution of the evils of smoke. The public showed great 
interest in this section. 
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Electricity^ gas, gas coke, oil and smokeless fuels {low temperature 
carbonisation). 

In fucl4)rie6 (ai)art from the 100 rice niillH using .the waste product, 
husk) much raw coal is used. The annual reduction shown in 
Apx>ciidix I indicates that it is possible to reduce smoke emission to 
a negligible uniouni, and in many cases it will prove economical to use 
a smokeless medium in place of raw coal. 

The smoke abatement campaign has been materially assisted by the 
activities of the Calimtta Electric Supply Corporation who have during 
the past year further increased the number of their consumers, parti¬ 
cularly amougs.t industrial works. 

The number of domestic consumers of electricity has intueased by 
6,427 whilst an additional 499 healing and cooking circuits have been 
connected to the company’s mains. 

Til© total power of new electric motors connected during the past 
year in industrial works amounts to no less than 20,000 hoi’se-powcr, 
and the greater proportion of this vast incrcttse is represented by the 
conversion of existing steam engines to electric drives with a resultant 
closing down of boilers in existence for many years. This results in 
a corresponding diminution of free smoke emitted in the (’alcutta area. 

The Oriental Gas Company stale that during the year ending 30th 
June 1936 theiu was distinct evidence of a turn towards the use of gas 
for industrial purposes in various ways. 

At .the same time, many new lesidential buildings wimc fitted with 
romplet© installations for cooking and water heating puii>oses, whilst 
for the latter purpose the gas geyser demand had (toiltinued to be a 
marked fea;tur© of house and flat seekers. Property owners when 
renovating their promises frequently install modern gas oppliances. 

During the year the number of apidiances showed an in<‘rease of 
700 for cooking, water-heating, steam raising and for a large variety 
of industrial purposes. 

General control by the Commission. 

During the year under review the Commission held 11 meetings 
out of which one was special. The Commission also kept in touch with 
various smoke departments, fuel, engineering and research institutes 
of hlurope and America. 

The average emission of smoke from each factory chimney was the 
equivalent of *07 minutes of dense blw^k smoke per hour. In 1996 
when the work of the Commission commenced it stood at 131 minutes 
per hour. 


Doteoting offensive ohimneys. 

Smoke observutions of big factories were generally made by the 
Tiispeclors from the Central Smoke Observatory which is fitted vith 
a telephone so that ownem may be infonned on the telephone at the 
actual time of smoke emission. * Observations of locomotives, steamers, 
lauuclies aud minor industries arc made locally. 
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.In 1926 the Commission recommended to Government that Smoke 
Observers should be appointed to relieve the Inspectors for the duty 
of inspection, etc., of engineering plants. Administrative approvid 
was obtained in 1927 to this recommendation, but financial stringency 
has prevented this scheme being carried into effect. 

During the year action was taken as under: — 

Nuisances reported for: — 

Departmental action—1484 offences. 

Telephone warnings—963 offences. 

Inspections and testa—4,820. 

Statutory warnings—31. 

Prosecutions—12. 

The maximum fine imposed for offences under the Act was Bs. 150 
and the minimum Bs. 10. 

It is recognised that the smoke from locomotives, road rollers and 
steamships is particularly offensive, because of low altitude at which it 
escapes, out improvement in this is being expenenced largely due to 
assistance of owners, ^ho punish careless attendants departmentally on 
reports from tlie Inspectors of offences obsei’ved. This procedure has 
been so successful that no prosecutions were nocessary regarding such 
furnaces, though excessive smoke fv<mi 236 l(MH>inolives, 1 road roller 
and 241 steam-launches and steaiuships had to be reported during .the 
year. 


Conaliisioii. 

The Commissitm records its grateful thunks to smoke de|)artmentB, 
fuel and engineering research institutions and the technical and local 
press for assistance freely rendered. Thunks are also due to local 
owners, managers and engineers, whose co-operation and valuable 
assistance have greatly helped the Commission and to the technical 
staff for tlieir energy and loyalty in carrying out the policy of the 
Commission.

The attention of Government has been 
drawn to the unsatisfactory state of affairs 
has been prevailing for sometime past in 
administration of the Rajpur Municipality, 
‘^•.district of the 2^Parganas. It appears 
that t^re are two rival parties among the 


Municipal Commissioners and tlm imtivities 
of party factions have been so injiinous to 
municipal affairs that eym the normal admi^ 
nistration of the municipality is not being 
allowed to be carried on properly. The 
Chairman appears to be practically an absen¬ 
tee. The party in opposition succeeded in 
securing a majority, with the result that a 
majority of the Commissioners refused to 
pass the budget estimates for 1936-37 embody¬ 
ing the ordinary grants and reduced the 
grants to Be. 1 under certain essential heads, 
such as, education, dispensary, etc., with a 
view to bringing about a deadlock. Attempts 
to pass the budget after reinserting the oim- 
nary grants proved fruitless. Bepeated 
attempts were made by the Subdivisional 
Officer and the District Magistrate to bring 
about an amicable settlement between the 
parties, but these proved unsuccessful. The 
Chairman, whose party is in a minority, 
would not resign so as to remove the dead¬ 
lock. On the other hand, the opposite party, 
although in a majority, could not secure me 
two-thirds majority necessary for his removal. 
Nor would the parties agree to come to a 
mutual understanding in the interest of the 
rate-payers whom it is their duty to serve. 

2. The sweepers’ service has been sus¬ 
pended by reason, among others, of the neoes- 
saxy grants for the purpose not being passed 
and conservancy arrangements have conse¬ 
quently broken down. In fact, there has 
been a complete deadlock in the municipal 
administration, to the great suffering of the 
residents of the municipality. 

8. The conduct of both the parties appears 
to Government to have been in utter disregard 
of their statutory duties and the interest of the 
rate-payers. It seems clear that while the 
Chairman is clinging to the chair although 
reduced to a state of impotence, the opposite 
party is determined to make the nonnaf admi- 
nistiation of the municipality impossible. In 
the ciroumstanoes Government are satisfied 
that the present body of Municipal Commis¬ 
sioners have persistently made default in the 
performance of the duties imposed on them 
by the Bengal Municipal Act, 1932, and have 
shown their incompetence to perform these 
duties. In exercise of the powers conferred 
on them by section 652 of the Bengal Muni¬ 
cipal Act, 1932, the Government of Bengal 
(Minisl^ of Local Self-Government) accord¬ 
ingly direct that a fresh general election shall 
be held, and that fresh appointments shall be 
immediately made of persons to be Commis¬ 
sioners of the Bigpur Municipality in the dis¬ 
trict of the 24-Parganas.

SKCTION T. 

SnOKT TTTLK. 

1. These rules may he called the Indian 
Aircraft ('Sanitary (hnitixd) Buies, 1936. 

I)KriMTUWS. 

2. In thcs(» rules nnlc.ss there is anything 
repugnant in thi^ subject or ftontext, 

(1) Autharisiul aerodronu^ means a customs 
or other aerodrome designated as such by the 
Govcrnor-tieneral in Council on which aircraft 
may make their first landing on enWring 
India or from which they may depart, on leav¬ 
ing India. 

(2) >Sf?7? / //y r\f A V. rodrome means a n autho- 
rised aerodrnim^ deidared to be a sanitary 
aerodrome bv the (lovernor-denoral in Coun¬ 
cil by notification in the Gdze.ite^ of Jvdia. 

(3) Anii-iniuu‘ffl Aerodrom^e means a sani¬ 
tary aeitodixnne whifric fulfils the following 
conditions, vi/.. : — 

(t) is situated at on adequate distance 
from the nearest inhabited centre, 
(ii) is provided with arrangements for a 
water snpjily completely protected 
against niosquitoes and kept as frees 
as possilde from mosquitoes by 
systeiuntic measures for the suppres¬ 
sion of breeding places and the 
destruction of the insccte in all stages 
of development, 

(m) i.s^ firovided with mosquito-proof 
dwellings for the crews of aircraft 
and tor the staff of the aerodrome, 
(tv) is /m»virlcd with a lUosquibi-priKif 
nwolling ill which jiasseiigers can be 
accommodated or hospitalised when 
necessary. 


(4) TjOixd Area means a well defined area 
such as a province a atate^ a division, a dis¬ 
trict, a town^ a village, a port, a unit of local 
Government or an agglomeration, or a part of 
any of these, whatever may be the extent or 
population of such and may include a saiiiiary 
aerodrome which is so organised that— 

(a) the entry and exit of any persons are 
under the supervision and control of 
the lompetoiit authority, 

(h) in the cuse of plague, cholera, yellow 
fever, typlius und small-jM>x accruing 
ill the Huri'ouuding territory, access 
lo the aerodi'oiiie l)y any niuie other 
than the air is forbidden to persons 
suspected of lieing infected and 
measures are applied to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the c^unpeteut authority with 
a view to preventing persons who are 
resident in or passing through the 
aerodrome from being exposed bi the. 
risk of infection, either by contact 
with persons fioiu outside or liy any 
utlhcr means. 

(5) Ittfec'U^d l^ond Area ,—For the purpose 
of these rules a local area shall be wuisidered 
to be infeid.ed by the diseases hereinafter men¬ 
tioned in the following circumstances: — 

(a) Cholera ,—When forming a foyer, that 
is when, the oecuiTeuce of new^ crises 
outside the immediate surioundings 
of the first cases proves that the 
spread of the disease has not been 
limited the place "where it hegan. 

(h) Plague and Yellmv Fever. —AV^hen a 
first cas<^ recognisiMl as non-iinporied 
lias occurred. 

(c) Typhus and SmalUI\}X .'—When they 
exist in epideiiiie form. 

(6) (Htsf^rvalions .—The word oliseivution 
means the isolation of a person or persons in a 
suitable iilaiie approved by the Health ()lti(*er. 

(7) S^uTveillanre ,'—The word surveillance 
means that jieisons are not isolated, that they 
move almut freely, hut that they are notified 
to the Sanitary Authorities of the several 
jdaces whither tli(\v are bound and are sub¬ 
jected lo medical examination wifili a view b) 
establishing their state of health. 

(8) The period of incubation .—For the 
purpose's of these rules the period of incuba¬ 
tion shall be deemed to lie as follows: —

(9) Health Offi^cer means any permui 
appointed by name or by virtue of his office, 
to be Health Officer of an amxidroine and in¬ 
cludes an Additional or Assistant Health Offi- 
(w and any officer npiwiiitod by Government 
by name or by virtue of (his office to perform 
tne duties of a Health Officer of an aerodrome. 
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(10) C/Tew includefl any person having 
duties on board in connection with the flying 
or the s^ety of the flight of the aircraft or 
employed on board in any way in the service 
of the aircraft, tlie passengerR or the cargo. 

(11) Day ineauB an interval of 24 hours. 


SECTION II. 

JlriiES OF (jKNEKAt. ApPMCATION. 

3. Every aircraft (coining fnmi or piocoed- 
iiig to any jibute outside Inilia sliall t«riy a 
journey log-hook in wliich sliall l>e entered— 

(</) any incidents nde.vani to public health 
wliieli liave occurred on tlie aircraft 
in the i*oiirse of its voyage; 

(h) any sanitury ineuBuroB underpjue l)y 
the aircraft he fore departure or at 
places of call; 

(c) in form at ion concerning the appearance 
ill the local ari'a from which the air¬ 
craft dc|Mir(s of any of the infectious 
diseases mentioned in Rule 2 (5). 

4. No person shall throw or lei fall from 
any aircraft any matter capahle of producing 
an outhresik <»f infectious disease. 

5. It shall he lawful for the Health Oflicer 
of an aerodrome to make a medical iiispeitioii 
of tihe passengers anil (‘row t»f any aircraft on 
the arrival or dejnirture of such aircraft at or 
from such aerodi'ome and if required hy the 
Health Officer the (kmnnander of such air¬ 
craft shall at the time of inspection place him¬ 
self at the disposal of tfie Health Officer and 
answer all re<]nests for information relating 
to public liculth wliicdi are made to him and 
shall produce for examination if required the 
journey log-book and any other piij>ers of the 
ain^raft. 

Q. The Health Officer shall enter under his 
signature in the journey log-lK>ok, on the 
arrival of an aircraft, any facts of public 
health importam'e wliich have occiurred on the 
aircraft in the course of the voyage and on tlhe 
dejmrturc of an ainaaft any sanitary inea.sures 
applied to the aircraft, and also, if the case 
so requires it, facts concerning the exisieni'e 
of any communicable diseases in the lo< al aiva 
during the jiroviouN 15 days. 

7. The officer in (diargp «-n Aerodrome 
may on the advice of the Health Officer prohi¬ 
bit the embarkation in any aircraft of any 
person with symptoms of communicable disease 
except in the case of the transport of sick per¬ 
sons by aircraft speiM^ally allocated for the 
purpose. 

In the absence of a PTealtlh Offiear the officer 
in charge of an aerodrome may defer the depar¬ 
ture of such persons until the advice of a; doiv 
tor has been obtained. 

8. If the Oonnnander of nn aircraft wishes 
to disemburk a sick pcTs^m he shall, so far as 
he is able, notify the officer in charge of t he 
aerodrome of arrival in good time before land- 
ing. 


9. The Health Officer may order the land¬ 
ing from any aircraft of any person who in 
hisv opinion ^ows symptoms of or is suffering 
from any communicable disease not mentioned 
in Rule 2 (6) of these rules. 

After landing such person the usual mea¬ 
sures tx> prevent the spread of infectious disease 
in force in the area in whic^h the aerodrome is 
situated shall be applied. 

SECTION III. 


Rrr.Ks Arrj.ioAiiLE in vase of c^krtain diskases 

10. Rulort ill Section III are applicable to 
the disoaspB meniioned in Rule 2t5), f.e., 
riugue, Cholera, Yellow Fever, Typlms and 
Sniall-pox. 

Mrasitres mi d^ypartaire* 

11. Tlie mea-sures to be applied on the de¬ 
parture of aircraft from a local area infected 
by one of the di.seases montiuned in tliis Seo 
tion are the following; — 

(1) Thoiougfl) cleansing of the aircraft 
especially the parts liable to be oon- 
laminated. 

(2) Medical inspection of passengers and 

crew. 

(3) Exclusion of any person showing 
symptoms of one of the diseases in 
question ; as well as persons in such 
close relation with the sick as to 
render them liable to transmit the 
in flection of these diseases. 

(4) Inspection of personal effects whicdi 
shall only be mjcepted if in a reason¬ 
able stat^ of cleanliness. 

(5) In the case of plague, deratisation if 
there is any reason to suspect lilie 
presence of rats on board. 

(O') In the case of typhus, disinsectisatioh, 
limited to pc'rsons who after medical 
inspection are i^^msldered as likely to 
convey infection and to their effects 
and deratisati^m if there is any 
reason h> suspect the presence of rats 
on Iniard. 

The aircraft’s papers shull be annotated in 
aiTordance with the requirements of Rule 2. 

Memures on arrinal, 

12. Subject to the priivisiou of rule 13, air¬ 
craft, even when coming from a loi^al area 
infected by any of the diseases to which this 
Beet ion applies, other than yellow fever, may 
land at any autihorised aerodrome. The only 
measures applicable at siuh aeriulromes are 
the medical inspection of passengers and crew 
and the landing and isolation of sick. 

Ptwsengers and crew may not move beytind 
the limits prescribed by the aerodome authority 
except with the permission of the Health Offi¬ 
cer of the aerodrome. 
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These restrictions may continue to be im« 
prised on the aircraft at each landing place 
until it arrives at a Sanitary Aerodfoiue, 
where it will be liable to tbe measures laid 
down in this section. 

In the case of Yellow Fever, all such air- 
rrraft shall land only at the Karachi Aero¬ 
drome. 

13. Tfotwithsianding anything mentioned 
in rule 12 the Governor General in Council 
may by special rules in this behalf, require 
aircraft (lining from purtb'ular local areas to 
land lit particular authorised or sanitary aero¬ 
dromes as prescribed in such special rules. 

14. Should au aiicTaft, on entering India, 
land elsewhere than on an authorised or sani¬ 
tary aerodrome, the Commander of tihe aircraft 
shall, if the aircraft comes from an infected 
lo(5ul area or is itself infected, notify the 
nearest local authority of such landing and 
the latter shall take such measures as are ap¬ 
propriate to the circumstances and shall, if 
possible, direct the aircraft to a Ranitary Aero¬ 
drome, No mails or cargo shall bo unloaded 
and no passenger or member of the crew sliall 
leave the vi(n‘nity of the aircraft without tlui 
permission of the Competent Sanitary Autho¬ 
rity.

(i4) Plague. 

15. In the case of aircraft coming from a 
plague infected lor*al area, tlie following 
measures shall, if there has not been a case of 
plague on Isiard, be applied— 

(1) Medical inspection of jmssengers and 
crew. 

(ti) Dcraiisatinu and disinsectisatioii of 
aircraft, cargo and persons on Isiard 
if in exc'cptional cases these opera¬ 
tions are considered necessary, with 
due regard to Rule 31. 

(3) The crew and jiasseugers may be sub¬ 
jected to surveillance for a jieriod 
not exceeding six days the date 

on which the aircraft left the infected 
local area. 

IG. Til the case of Aircraft on which there 
is on IsMird a rec‘.ognised or suspected case of 
plague, the following measures shall apply : — 

(1) Medical inspection. 

(2) The sick shall be immediately dis¬ 
embarked and isolated. 

(3) All persons who have been in contact 
with the sic.k and those whom the

vaccination or surveillance or 
followed by surveillance the period ol vbuh 
S Sot exceed 14 days from the date of 
arrival of the aircraft.

27. Persons who arrive in aircraft and wbo 
have been exposed to risk of infection by one 
of the diseases referred to in Rnle 2 ^5) of 
these rules and who are within the period of 
incubation, may subject to the provisions in 
Rules 24^ 25, and 2b be subjected to surveil¬ 
lance until the iennination of that period. 

In the case of cholera and small-pox, the pro¬ 
vision of Rules 20 and 28 relating to immunis¬ 
ed persons apply equally to action under-this 
rule. 

28. Wherever in these rules surveillance is 
ordered sucli surveillance may be replaced by 
observation;— 

(u) where it is not possible to carry out 
surveillance witli sufficient thorough¬ 
ness; or 

(h) if the risk of the introduction of 
infection into India is considered 
exceptionally senous; or 

(r) if the person wlio would be subject to 
surveillance cannot furnish adequate 
sanitary guarantee. 


Iversons under observation or surveillance 
shall submit themselves to any exainiuatiun 
which the Health Officer iiiiiy consider 
jiec.essury. 

2b. Persons who, on arrival at an aei-fi- 
drome, are considered liable to surveillance up 
to the expiration of the ))eriod of ijicubation of 
any of the, diseases iucuti<ined in Rule 2(5) 
exce]it yellow fever, may nevertheless conlifiuo 
the voyage on condition that the fact is notifi¬ 
ed to the authorities of subsequent landing 
places and of the place of arrival either by 
means of an entry in the journey-log-book or 
by some other method sufficient to secmre that 
tliey can be subjected to medical ins]>ectioji in 
any subsequent uerodrome on the route. 

30. Any person who is liable to oliservatioii 
save a person who is liable lb ere to by reason 
of being suspected of or having been exposed 
to the risk of infection by yellow fever, may at 
the discretion of the Health Officer be authoris¬ 
ed to continue the voyage before the e.vpira- 
tion of the period of incubation specified in 
Rule 2 (8) provided that the approval of the 
sanitary authorities at the place of his destina¬ 
tion is first obtained. 

31. In applying sanitary measures to an 
aircraft coming from an infected local urea, the 
Health Officer shall, to the greatest possible 
extent, take into account all measures winch 
have already been applied fo the aircraft in 
another sanitary aerodrome abroad or in India 
and which are duly noted in the journey-log- 
book. 

Aircraft coining from an infected local area 
w'hich have already been subjected to satisfac¬ 
tory sanitary measures whether in India or 


another country shall pot be suUected to these 
measures a second time, provided no subse¬ 
quent incident has occurred which calls for the 
application of the sauiiaiy measures in ques¬ 
tion, and that the aircraft has not called at an 
infected aerodrome except to take in fuel. 

V 

32. The aerodrome authority applying sani¬ 
tary measures shall, whenever requested, fur¬ 
nish free of charge to the (Joinmauder of the 
aircraft, or any other inleresied person, a certi¬ 
ficate specifying the nature of the measures, 
tbe methods employed, the parts of the air¬ 
craft treated, and the reason why tbe measures 
have been applied. 

The authority shall also issue, on demand 
and without charge, to passengers arriving by 
an aircraft in which a case of one of the in¬ 
fectious diseases referred to in Rule 2 (5) has 
occurred, a certificate showing the date of their 
arrival and the measures to which they and 
their luggage have been subjected. 

33. Save as expressly provided in these 
rules, aircraft shall not be detaiiied for sanitary 
reasons. 

If an aircraft has ]>een occupied by u person 
siitVering from plague, cholera, yellow fever, 
tyqihus or smallpox, its deientioti shall be 
limited to the period strictly nec^essary for it 
to undergo the prophylactic measures applic¬ 
able to the aircraft in the case of each disease 
referred to in these rules. 

34. Subject to the jiroviHions of Rules 24, 
25 ami 20 of these rules and fuirticularly those 
of Rule 25 (//) any aircraft which does not 
wish to .submit to the measures prevseribed by 
the aerodrome authority in virtue of the provi¬ 
sions (»f these rules shall be at liberty to con¬ 
tinue its v(»yuge. It shall not, however, land 
in another aerodrome in India exee])t for tbe 
jmrjiose of taking in sujiplies. 

(5) An aircraft shall be permitted to land 
goods on condition that it is isolated and ibat 
the gocals are subjected to such measures as 
may be prescribed by the Health Officer in 
accordance with these rules. 

(c) Aircraft shall also be permitted to dis¬ 
embark passengers at their request, on condi¬ 
tion that such passengers submit to sucb 
meusures as may be prescribed hy the Health 
Officer in accordance with these rules. 

(d) Aircraft may also take in fuel, replace¬ 
ments, food and water while remaining in 
isolation. 

^ 3*). Whosoever does any act in contraven¬ 
tion of any of the provisions of these rules 
shall be punishable with impiisoument for a 
term not exceeding three months or with fine 
which may extend to one thousand rupees or 
with both.

nions; or within any other part of Our Domi¬ 
nions Our Government whereof has signified 
its desire that the Medal sljould be awarded 
under the provisions of this Our Warrant to 
members of any such Force or Brigade wutliin 
such part, or within any territory under Our 
Protection or jurisdiction being administered 
by Us in such Government; and that such 
award shall be made only on a recommenda¬ 
tion to Us by Our Principal Secretary of State 
for the Home Department.

An examination in the Art and^ Practice of 
Teaching for the teachers of subjects taught 
through the medium of English employed in 
aided and unaided schools in the Bajshahi 
Division will be held on the 15th Sejptember 
1936 and the day following, if required, at 
the Jalpaiguri Zilla School. 

The examination for teachers of all sub¬ 
jects taught through the medium of verna¬ 
cular and oriental classical languages of 
secondary schools will also be held at the 
centre on the dates mentioned above.

The follow!iiir rules are prescribed for the grunt of Clearing Agents* 
liceiivses uud(M- se<^lion 202 of the Se<i (hisiouis A('t. These rules and any 
amendments thereto niiule from time to time shull apply to all ('learing 
Agents irres))e(*live of the dates on Avhieh their licenses are issued unless 
the Collector ot (aisIoius specially exempts any of the ('learing Agents 
holding a pennaiieiit or provisional license on the date of issue of these 
rules fi'oin the operation of any of the rules: — 

1. The number of licenses granted to Clearing Agents will ordinarily 
he limited to 150 but the Collector of ('ustouis I'eserves to himself the 
right of increasing or reducing the number at any time. A^aconcies will 
he filled uj) as tliey occur, or once in six months, according to the conve¬ 
nience of the Department, the selected (mndidaie being approved by the 
(/ollector. 

2. Ordinarily licenses will be granted only to firms or individxials 
ol‘ establisheil ]Kisition. AVheii u firm or individual applies for a license 
the following conditions must l>e satisfied before the upjdicant's claim 
can be considered : — 

(1) There must be a vacancy on the list, 

(2) The apnlicani must be one whose respectability and reliability 

is fully vouched for hy persons well-known to the Deyiartuieui 
and must produce ut least two certificates of (diaracter, 

(3) The financial position of the applicant must be thoroughly 

satisfactory. 

(4) The applicant must produce letters from at least six firms of 

sluuding expressing their readiness to employ the applicant 
as a Clearing Agent in (Calcutta. 

(5) Tlie ai>)>li<*ant. must agree either to work personally or through 

a licensed sircar or to employ a person as clerk to he approved 
hy the Departiueiit. 

(G) The apnlicant must possflks a fair knowledge of English, 
Bengali and/or Hindustani and also of the Custom House 
rules and procedure. 

3. Ah a guarantee of his faithful behaviour as regards the Custom

6(H) m the Post Office Savingfi Bank and to pledge the Pass 
Book to the Collector of Customs and to execute a bond for the amount of 
depcmit in tho pres<Tibed form (form I). In addition, every Clearing 
Agent will be required to furnish another bond (foi’m II), with suitable 
surety for lls, 500, or altoniatively to make a cash depositi of Bs. 1,000 
instead of Us. 500. 

4. A Clearing Agent who has executed a bond in form II must fur¬ 
nish the Collector of Customs every twelve months with a letter signed 
hy the surety stating his williuguess to (continue to act as security. This 
will not dispense with the appearance of the surety in person every three 
years. 

5. The Clearing Agent must sign an agreement to bring to the notice 
of the Collector of Customs the deatli or insolvency of tho surety or his 
iiiiihility satisfactorily to continue his ohligutions.

1. (a) Title and aitfdicaiion ,—These rules 
may be called the Hazardous Occuiwitions 
(Lead) Rules, 1936. 

(6) They shall apply to all factories in 
which any operation specified in the Schedule 
is carried on. 

2. Declaration of occujmtion^ Hazards 
ohh ,—The operations specified in the Scdiedule 
are declared to be hazardous o])e rut ions when 
carried on in any factory. 

3. (1) Definition of ^'lead compovnd ^\— 
In these rules ‘‘lead compound” means any 
compound of lead, other than galena, or any 
mixture which contains a compound of lead, 
other than galena (but does not include an 
alloy containing lead); 

Provided that the compound or mixture 
wlien subjected to the treatment prescribed in 
sub-rule (3) yields to an aqueous solution of 
hydro-chloric acid a quantity of soluble lead 
compound exceeding, when calculated us lead 
monoxide, five per cent, of the dry weight of 
the portion taken for analysis. 

(2) In the case of paints and similar pro¬ 
ducts and other mixtures containing oil o-r fat 
the “dry weight” means the dry weight of 
the material remaining after the substance 
has been thoroughly mixed and treated with 
suitable solvents to remove oil, fats, varnish 
or other media, and the treatment referred to 
in sub-rule (I) be apjdied to the mate¬ 

rial 80 remaining. 


(3) The treatment referred to in sub-nilo 

(1) shall be aa follows:—* 

i 

A weiglied quantity of the material which 
has been dried at 100*C and thoroughly mixed 
shall be continuously shaken for one hour, at 
the common temperature, with 1,000 times 
its weight of an aqueous solution of hydro¬ 
chloric acid containing 0*25 por cent, by 
weight of hydrogen chloride. This solution 
shall thereafter be allowed to stand for one 
hour and then filtered. The lead salt con¬ 
tained in the (dear filtrate shall then be preci¬ 
pitated as lead sulphide and weighed as lead 
sulphate. 

4. Sampling .—^When an Inspector sus¬ 
pects that any substance used or intended for 
use in any factory contains a lead compound 
he may at any time take for analysis sufficient 
samples of that substance: 

Provided that the manager of the factory 
may, at the time when a sample is taken and 
on providing the necessary appliances, require 
the Inspector to divide the sample into two 
parts and to make and seal and deliver to him 
one such part. 

5. Prohibition of employment of women^ 
adolescents and children .—No woman, adoles- 
(.*eut or child shall be employed in any factory 
in any of the operations specified in items (t) 
to {viii) inclusive of the Schedule. 

6. Medical certification and» e^taminafion, 
—(1) No person shall be employed in any fac¬ 
tory in any of the operations specified in the 
Schedule unless: — 

{a) a special certificate of fitness in the 
Form appended to these rules grant¬ 
ed to him by a certifying surgeon 
appointed under section 12 of the 
Factories Act, 1934, is in the custody 
of the manager of the factory; and 

(5) he carries with him while at work a 
token giving reference to such certifi¬ 
cate. 


(2) Every person employed shall be medi¬ 
cally examined by a CAirtifying suirgeon at 
intervals of not more tliaii six months, and a 
record of such examinations shall be entered 
in the Form appended to these rules. 

(3) If at any time the certifying STirgeon is 
of opinion that any person is no longer fit for 
emjMoyment in any of the operations specified 
ill the Scdiedule, he shall cancel the special 
certificate of fitness of that person. 

(4) No person whose special certificate of 
fitness has been cancelled shell be employed in 
any of the operations specified in the Schedule 
unless the certifying surgeon again certified 
him to be fit. 
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7. Ei^haust dtaughti.^^'Wh^Te gas, dust 
or fuDie is produced in any of the operations 
specified in the Schedule, provision shall be 
made for drawing the gas, dust or fume away 
from every such person by means of an effi¬ 
cient exhaust draught so contrived as to 
opeiate on the gas, dust or fume as closely as 
possible to the point of origin; 

P^vided that where the provision of an 
efficient exhaust draught is not reasonably 
practicable respinitors of a type approved by 
the Inspector shall be provided by the occu¬ 
pier «iul worn by every person working under 
such conditions. ^ 

Explanation ,—“Efficient exhaust draught “ 
means localised ventilation effected by heat or 
mechanical means, for the removal of gas, 
vapour, dust or fumes so as to prevent them 
(as far as practicable under the atmospheric 
conditions usually prevailing) from escaping 
into the air of any place iii which work is 
carried on. No draught shall be deemed effi¬ 
cient which fails to remove smoke generated 
at the point where such gas, vapour, fumes 
or dust originate. 

8 . Floors nml work’-henches, —(1) The floor 
of every room, in which any person is employ¬ 
ed on any of the operations specified in the 
Schedule, shall be of smooth cement or other 
smooth impervious material. 

(2) The to]) of eveixy work-bench in every 
such room shall be of smooth impervious 
material. 

9. Wnshiug facilities ,—Tlie occupier shall 
provide and maintain in a cleanly state and in 
good repair for the use of persons employed 
on any of Uie o])erations specified in the 
SoheduL;- either— 

(/) a tioulgli with a smooth impervious sur¬ 
face fitted with a waste pipe without 
])Jug, und of sufficii-nt length to 
allow at least two feet for every five 
such persons employe<l at any (uie 
time, and having a constant supply 
of warm water from taps or jets 
above the trough at intervals of not 
more than two feet; or 

{ii) at least one lavatory basin for eveiy 
five such persons employed at any 
one time, fitted with a waste pipe 
and plug, having either a constant 
supply of hot and cold water or 
warm water laid on, or (if a cons¬ 
tant supply of heated water be not 
reasonably practicable) a constant 
supply of cold water laid on, and a 
supply of hot water always at hand 
when required for use by such per¬ 
sons ; 


together with, in either case, a sufficient 
supply of nail brushes, soap or other suitable 
cleansing material, and clean towels. 

10. Food^ drink and tobacco ,—No food, 

drink or tobacco shall be biougbt into, or 


^nsumed in, any room in which any person 
is employed upon any of the operations specie 
fied in tne Schedule, 

11 . Protective clothing —Adequate pro- 
teclive (dothing such as overalls in a clean 
condition shall be provided by the occupier 
and worn by every person employed on any of 
the operations specified in the Schedule. 

Provided that the Chief Inspector of Facto¬ 
ries may grant exemption from the operation 
of this rule to such extent as he deems suit¬ 
able, whore lie is satisfied that its observation 
is not necessary for safeguarding the health 
of the operatives concerned. 

12. Tools and apparatus ,— All tools and 
apparatus used in any operation specified in 
the Schedule shall be kept clean. 

13. Exemption of cas^ial operations ,—If it 
appears to the Chief Inspector of Factories 
that owing to the casual nature of any opera¬ 
tions specified in hea<l (ix) of the Schedule, 
the application of any provisions of these 
rules is not ne(?ossary for safeguarding the 
health of persons employed on these opera¬ 
tions, he may grant exemption from such pio- 
visions to such extent and on such irunditions 
as he may deem fit.

20. The Health Officer, Sanita^ InsMoior 
or any person authorised by the C&mmiMion- 
ers in this behalf may, by a notice iiji writing, 
require the removal under ^u(di precautions 
and within sudi period as may be specified in 
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tke notice of articles from a building, where a 
dangerous disease has broken out, to a place 
for washing and disinfection provided by the 
Commissioners. 

Fine, Rs. 50. 

21. Where a public disinfecting station or 
a palace for disinfection or wasliing of infected 
articles has not been provided by the Com¬ 
missioners, clothes used by persons suffering 
from a dangerous disease other than those 
which can be burnt shall be stored in a 
separate room. Su(ib clothes shall not be sent 
to a dhobi or washeriuaii to be washed nor 
shall they be washed in any source of water- 
supply, Insforc they Iwive been disinfected to 
the satisfaction of the Health OfiBcer or Sani¬ 
tary Inspef^tor.

22. A dhobi or washerman shall not know¬ 
ingly take clothes from a house where any 
person is suffering from a dangerous disease. 
He shall cease from carrying on his profession 
on the occurrence of any dangerous disease in 
the building o(‘cupied by him and shall not 
resume his profession till the Imildinghas Ik^cu 
declared free from infection by the Health 
Officer, Sanitary Inspector or any other per¬ 
son appointed by the (\)iumissioners in this 
Iwhalf. 

Fine, Rs. 50. 

20. t)n the occurrence of a dangtirous 
disease in the building o(‘eupied by a dhobis 
he shall keep with him all the clothes pre¬ 
viously sent, to him for washing till the 
written permission of the Health Officer, Sani¬ 
tary Inspeclor or any (Uher person appointed 
by the Commissioners in this behalf has l)een 
obtained for returning them to the owners 
after being disinfected. 

Fine, Rs. 50. 

24. A dealer in food-stuffs, clothing or 
other articles shall cease* from earrying on his 
occupation on the occurrence of any danger¬ 
ous disease in the building occiiph'd by him 
and shall not resume his (MM'upation until he 
is permitted to do so by the Healfli Officer, 
Sanitary Inspector or any other person 
authorised bv the Commissioners in this be¬ 
half. 

Fine, Rs. 50. 

26. When the Commissioneis are satisfied 
that the condition of any privy, urinal, drain, 
sewer or cesspool is sucdi as to cause the risk 
of an outbreak of any dangerous disease to the 
inhabitants of the neighbourhood, they may 
dire<d the occupier of the land or building, on 
wdiich such privy, urinal, drain, sewer or cess¬ 
pool is situated to disinfect or to allow an 
officer of the Commissioners to disinfect the 
same with such disinfectants in such quanti¬ 
ties and at such times as may be specified by 
them.

Bydaws for the prevention of the sjyread of 
plague and the destruction of rodents, 
etc. 

1. Rat-proof bins or recepUu*les, —^Wheu 
required by the Commissioners to do so for 
the prevention of the outbreak or spread of 
plague, every owner or (XKuipier of a building 
shall provide therein a rat-proof bin or recep¬ 
tacle for the temporary deposit of food residue, 
cuips, plates and other utensils prior to wash¬ 
ing. 

2. Rut-proof dust bins, —The Commission¬ 
ers niay provide rat-proof dust bins for the 
de])ositing of sewage, rubbish and offensive 
matter. 

3. iXotIfiaotion of rat mortality. —When¬ 
ever the Commissioners apprehend any out¬ 
break of plague thi*y may re< 4 uire by beat of 
tlrums pnimpt notification of (*ases of mortality 
among rats in any building or on any land; 
whereupon the owner or occupier of such 
building or land shall forthwith give informa¬ 
tion of any such occurrence to the Health 
Offi cer or the Commissioners either personally 
or in writing. 

4. Rut destruction .—Whenever the Com¬ 
missioners at a meeting shall decide on the 
flesiruction of rats as a measure to prevent tlie 
outbreak or spread of plague within the 
mmiicipality, it shall Ik* lawful for the Com¬ 
missioners to make necessary arrangements for 
such destruction by sinolviiig nat holes and by 
placing rat traps and rat poison baits in any 
Imilding, or land consistently with the safety 
of the imilding and its occupants. 

5. Disposal of dead rats ,—VVIum required 
by the Commissioners to do so for the preven¬ 
tion of any outbreak or spread of plague, the 
owner or oceupier of every building or land 
in which la dead rat is found shall forthwith 
place it in kerosine oil, until its disposal by 
burning can be arranged. 

6. Disinfection .—When required by the 
Commissioners to do so for the prevention of 
the outbreak or spread of plague, the owner 
or o<Tupier of a Imilding shall arrange for 
the cleaning and disinfection, at such intervals 
as may bo fi?ced by the (kmimissioners, of the 
floor and walls (up to a height of three feet 
from the floor or plinth) of the building with 
kerosine oil emulsioTi prepared by boiling half 
a pound of hard soap in half a gallon of 
water, to wdric‘h four gallons of kerosine oil 
have been subsequently mixed. 

7. Disinfection. —The owner or occupier of 
a building in which a case of plague has 
ocemrred shall arrange for the immediate dis¬ 
infection of the sputum of the patient and 
discharges from buboes of smh patient with 
T/ysol, Cyllin or Hycol lotion in strenprfh of 
one teaspoonful to a pint of water or in any 
other active germicidal solution. 

8. Disinfection of room of pneumonic 
phf/ue cartes. —The Commissioners may arrange 
for the disinfection of the room in which a 
case of pneumonic plague has o(*.cun*ed with 
formalin, gas or with other suitable dis- 
infectanto. 
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9. Arrmitgiement for irnnmnuation ,—The 
OomxniBsioners msQr by beat of drum annouiice 
the arramgementa made for anti-plague inocu¬ 
lation ; whereupon every person shall be bound 
to get himself inoculated; provided that no 
person shall be bound to take inocuhition who 
owin^ to constitutional disability or on medical 
grounds is certified by a registered medical 
practitioner to be unfit for such inoculation. 

10. Penalty .—Whoever commits a breach 
of any of the by-laws 1, 3, 4, ft, 6, 7, 8 and 
9 shall be punishable with a fine which may 
extend to Rs. 50. 


By-Unos for the prevention of rabies in men 
and animals. 

1. The Commissioners may require by beat 
of drum that all dogs, whenever led or taken 
out into a public street or a public place shall 
be properly muzzled with a leather strap or 
any other similar contrWance. 

2. Any person who has in his possession 
any dog which be knows or has reason to 
believe to be suffering from rabies or to have 
been bitten or snapped at by any dog, ,jackal 
or any other animal suffering from rabies or 
suspecled to be suffering from rabies ^ shall 
immediately intimate the fact in writing to 
the Commissioners and also to the TTcoltb 
Officer. 

3. Persons bitten by any dog, jackal or 
other animal suffering from rabies or suspected 
to be suffering from rabies shall report the 
fact to the Commissioners in such details as 
may be required by the Commissioners. 

4. Whoever commits a breach of any of the 
by-laws shall be punishable with a fine which 
may extend to Rs. 50. 


By-laws for the control of malaria. 

1. Whenever a campaign for the i)reven- 
tion of malaria has been decided upon by the 
Commissioners at a meeting, it shall be lawful 
for the Commissioners to tout all tanks^ 
ponds, wells and water collections periodically 
with larvacides. 

2. The ow'Tier of every drain or open cess¬ 
pool shall when required by the Commissioners 
by a notice in writing treat such drain or cess¬ 
pool with proper larvacides as a measure for 
the destruction of mosquitoes at intervals of 
not more than 10 days, provided that the 
necessary materials are supplied by the Com- 
missioners. The Commissioners may them¬ 
selves arrange for such measure being tfiken 
by their own staff, 

3, The Commissioners may by notice in 
writing require the owner of any land to pro¬ 
vide subsail drains in order to improve its 
sanitary opndition provided that there is a 
fpilabla outfall for such drains. 


4. The owner or occupier of a building 
shall^ when required hy the CommisBioners by 
a notice in writing within a period to w 
specified in such notice, provide mosquito- 
proof coverings for all cesspools within the 
preinises and shall construid yard gullies com¬ 
municating with the drains. 

5. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the CommiBsioners by 
a notice in writing, cause every cistern and 
resen^e tank for storage of water in his pre¬ 
mises to be made mosiitiito-proof. 

With the above end in view every cistern or 
reserve tank shall confonn to the following 
conditions: — 

(a) The lid shall be well fitted and of a 
pattern approved by the Health Offi¬ 
cer or the Municipal Engineer or by 
the Chief Engineer, Public Health 
Department, and shall be kept closed 
by strong bolts and nuts or shall l)e 
secured by lock and key. The lids 
should not bo ojumed until required 
for inspection by an officer authorised 
by the Commissioners in tliat behalf 
or for repair works. 

(ft) The warning pipe or the overflow pipe 
attached to tlie cistern or reserve 
tank shall be protected by a perforat¬ 
ed met4il cap of a standard pattern 
approved by the Health Officer or the 
Municipal Engineer or the Chief 
Engineer of the Public Health 
Department. 

(c) The punch holes in the easterns or 

reserve tanks made hy the municipal 
officers shall be either utilised for 
connecting pipes or properly closed. 

(d) Water gauges necessitating an aper¬ 

ture in the roof or the sides of the 
cistern or reserve tank shall be mos¬ 
quito-proof. 

(e) The flushing cisterns in urinals and 

water closets should be of mosquito- 
proof pattern. 

(/) If the cistern or tank is not provided 
with a lid, as an alternative, every 
opening shall l)e covered with a mos¬ 
quito-proof screen consisting of wire¬ 
netting of at least sixteen meshes to 
the inch ea(di way or any other 
material which will effectively pre¬ 
vent ingress or egress of mosciuitoes. 
In the ease of non-provision of mos- 

a uito screen all uns(Teened containers 
lall be (completely emptied every 
seven days and thoroxignly cleanea 
and dried. 


6. No new water connection shall be given 
to any building until the storage cisterns 
installed therein have been inspected and certi¬ 
fied to be mosquito-proof by the Health Officer 
or the Municipal Engineer or any other com¬ 
petent person authorised by the Commissioners 
m this beball. 
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7. Bfvery cistern or reserve tank or flush 
cistern shiul be numbered by the Commis¬ 
sioners to facilitate inspection. 

8. Every cistern reserve tank or flnsli cis¬ 
tern shall be kept in good repair or shall be 
replaced by new ones when necessary. 

9. If any cistern or reserve tank or flush 
cistern found on examination by the 
Health Officer or any other officer appoiniofl 
by the CommiBsionerH to do such work, to be 
non-moBquito-proof or otherwise not in con¬ 
formity with any of the aforesaid conditions 
ho may by written notice require the owner 
or ocH5upier of the premises— 

(а) to replace tbe same, or 

(б) to make such alteration therein as may 

be specified in the notice. 


10. If any notice issued under by-law !) is 
not complied with within Beveu days from the 
date of service thereof, the Commissionr'rs may 
forthwith carry out the work and the costs 
thereof shall be payable by the person on 
whom the notice was issued. 

11. When the Commissioners or any depart¬ 
ment of Government have constructed any 
work wuth the object of prevention of breed- 
ing of mosquitoes, tbe owner or occupier of 
tbe premises on which such works stand shall 
prevent such premises beitiff nijed in any man¬ 
ner whatsoever that is likely to cause tb(? 
deterioration or lessciiinjr of tbe efficien<*y of 
such work. 

12. Whoever commits a breath of any of 
tbe forefroiiiK by-laws, viz., 2, 4, o, 8, 10 and 
11 shall be liable to a fine which may extend 
to Rs. 50. 

13. Any person who without the consent of 
the Commissioners interferes with, or injures 
or destroys or renders useb’ss any works 
executed or any materials or thinj^s ]ilace(l in, 
under or upon any premises, by or under the 
authority of tbe Commissioners referred to in 
by-laws 1, 2 and 10 shall be liable to a fine 
which may extend to Rs. 50. 


By-laws for prevention of the spread of disease 
by flies or other insects, 

1. Every baker or confectioner who keeps 
for sale any bread, sweetmeats or other pre¬ 
pared articles of food and every vendor or 
hawker of such articles shall keep the same 
in a glass-case or almirah provided w’ith wire 
I?aii26 screen so as to keep away flies or other 
insects. 

2. Every owner or occupier of a meat or 
fish shop or stall shall, when required by the 
Commissioners by a notice in writing, make 
fiis shop or stall fly-proof with suitable 
niaterials. 


3, Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing, provide fly-proof recep¬ 
tacles for the collection of rubbish and other 
oftVnsive matter until these can be deposited 
in su<di place as may be provided by the Com¬ 
missioners for the purpose. 

4. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the by-laws 1 to 3 shall be liable to a fine 
wliich may extend to fifty rupetis, and in the 
(uisc of a continuing offence to an additional 
tin<.» which may extend to five rupees per diem. 


By-laws regulating rag-flock vuinufaciure and 
trade in rags and bones, 

1. In these by-laws—“rag-flock” means 
flo<‘k wliich has been produced wholly or 
partly by t(‘aring up woven or knitted or 
IVliecl materials, wbelber old or new, but does 
not im’liide flock obtained wdiolly in the pro¬ 
cess of scouring and finishing or newly woven 
or newly knitted or newly felted fabrics. 

2. No ptTson shall sell or have in posses¬ 
sion for sale any rag-flock manufactured from 
rags or use for the making of any article of 
iipliolstery, cushions or beddings, any such 
flock unless it conforms to the standard pre¬ 
scribed below’ and unless such flock has been 
disinf<*cted to tbe satisfaction of the Commis¬ 
sioners. 

Tbe amount of soluble chlorine (as chlorides) 
removed by thorough washing wuth distilled 
W’ater at a temperature not exceeding 25® 
centigrade^ from not less than 40 grammes of 
a well-mixod samide of rag-flock shall not 
«‘xc(*ed 30 parts of chlorine in 1000,000 parts 
of tlu‘ fleick. 

3. No ])erson sliall trade in rags or in 
second Imnd clothing or bt^dding, unless the 
llcaltli Officer or tbe Commissioners are satis- 

.lictl about the cleanliness of such articles and 
also about tbe fn*cdom of such articles from 
iiifeciion of any dangerous disease. 

4. No person shall trade in bones or pro¬ 
ducts of bones unless such articles have been 
disinfected before importation or exposure of 
sale, to the satisfaction of the Health Officer 
or the Commissioners. 

5. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
tbe by-law's 2 to 4 shall be punishable with 
fine which may extend to fif^y rupees. 


By-law regarding disposal of refuse or waste 
'matter or other via tier or thing con- 
tamimited with or exposed to infection or 
contagion. 

No person shall dispose of any refuse, waste 
matter or other matter or thing, which has 
been contaminated with or exposed to infec¬ 
tion or contagion, except by burning or burial, 
after proper disinfection, at a safe distance 
from sources of water-supply.

Draft by-laws. 

By-laws under section 434 for reguhition of 
dairy and milk-supply, 

1. Registration of dairymen and dairies, 
—^The Municipal Commissioners may require 
by public notice the registration of all dairy¬ 
men or persons selling milk and of all dairies 
within the municipality, within such period 
as may be fixed by them; whereupon no person 
shall keep any dairy within the area adminis¬ 
tered by the Commissioners, unless it has been 
registered, or carry on the business or trade 
of cow-keeper, dairyman or purveyor t>f milk, 
unless he is registered as such therein : 

Provided that a person who sells milk of 
his own cows or buffaloes in small quantities 
to his workmen or to his neighbours for tlicir 
convenience need not be so registered. 

Note .—In these by-laws the term cow- 
keeper includes a keeper of buffaloes. 

2. No dairy or milk shop shall be regis¬ 
tered until the premises in which such trade 
is carried on have been inspected by the Health 
Officer or Sanitary Inspector or any competent 
officer appointed by the Commissioners for 
the^ purpose and until the Commissioners are 
satisfied with the arrangements for lighting, 
ventilation, drainage, conservancy, water- 
supply and general sanitary condition of such 
premises. 

^ 3. ^ Inspection ,—All dairies within a muni¬ 
cipality shall be open to inspection at all times 
by the Commissioners or by the Health Officer, 
Sanitary Inspector or a person or persons 
authorised in this behalf at all hours of the 
day and night. 

4. Contamination of milk .—No cow-keeper 
or dairyman or purveyor of milk or occupier 
of a milk store or milk shop shall— 

(a) allow any person residing or employed 
in or about the premises, suffering 
from a dangerous or infectious disease 
or having recently been in contact 
with a person so suffering, to milk 
cattle or to handle vessels used for 
holding or keeping milk or in any 
way to take part or assist in the con¬ 
duct of the trade or business of the 


cow-keeper or dairyman or purveyor 
of milk or occupier of a milk store or 
milk shop, so far as regards the pro¬ 
duction, distribution or storage of 
milk, or 

(h) if himself so suffering, or having re¬ 
cently been in contact with a person 
so suffering, milk cattle or ^ handle 
vessels used for c*.ontaining milk or in 
any way take part in the conduct of 
his tradV or business so far as regards 
the production, distribution or storage 
of milk, until in each case all 
dangers therefrom of the communi¬ 
cation of infection to the milk or of 
its contamination has ceased. 

5. The cow-keeuer or dairyman or pur¬ 
veyor of milk shall, when so required b.^ the 
Commissioners, the Health Officer, Sanitary 
Inspector or any other person authorised in 
this behalf, furnish the names and addresses 
of his customers and the simrecs of supply of 
milk to his establishment. 

(). E.Tistrvce of disease among cattle, — If 
at any lime cattle plague, pleuro-pneumonia, 
foot and mouth diseOvSe, anthrax, tuberculosis 
or any disease of the udder exist among the 
cattle in a dairy or cattle-shed, the dairyman 
or cow-keeper shall forthw'ith report such 
occurrence to the (yoinmissioners ami shall 
not'— 

(a) mix the milk of the diseased caiUe 
therein with other milk, 

(h) use (»r sell such milk for human eon- 
sumption ; 

(c) use or sell such milk for consumption 
by any animal unless ami until it has 
been boiled, 

7. Storage, con vegan re n7id distribution of 
milk, —No reeepluelc which is incapable of 
being readily cleansed, shall be used for the 
storage or conveyance of milk. 

8. Every receptacle used for the storage or 
conveyance of milk shall be— 

(/) marked with the name and address of 
the owner; 

(ii) provided with a lid without openings 
and so constructed and fitted as to 
prevent the access of dirt, dust, 
water, or of milk which has been 
splashed above the lid. 

9. No suc.h receptacle shall be opened 
during transit, except for the purpose of 
checking and sampling the milk. 

10. Where milk is delivered in bottles, 
such bottles must be filled and closed on re¬ 
gistered premises, and not thcfeafter tamper¬ 
ed wdth before delivery to the consumer. 

11. Every person engaged in the convey¬ 
ance or distribution of milk shall take all 
practicable precautions to prevent the milk 
from being contaminated. 

12. Vehicles used for the conveyance of 
milk shall l>e kept clean and no live animal 
shall he conveyed or carried at the same time 
as the milk. 
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18 . VentiUx^twn und liffhting, —Kvery 
cattli»-«had and every building used for keep¬ 
ing or atoriiij^ milk (other than u cold store) 
shall be provided with a sufiie.ieiil area of 
windpWR or external openings (H)nimiiuirating 
direejily with the external air in order to 
secure adequate lighting and ventilation. 


22. Every cow-keeper and <lairyman shall 
cause the floor of every sucli cow-shed or dairy 
to be thoroughly washed, and all dung and 
offensive matter accumulating inside such 
shed or dairy to be swept and removed as 
often as may be necessary but not less than 
twice every day. 


14. TAghtinff ,—Places in which milking is 
carried on after dark, shall In? provided with 
adequate artificial ligliting. 

15. AiT-apiice ,—No cow-keeper or dairy¬ 
man shall allow any shed to be occupied by a 
larger number of animals than will leave not 
less than eight hundred feet of air-space for 
each cow or buffalo, provided as follows; — 

{a) in calculating the air-space for the pur¬ 
pose of this by-law, no spacje shall be 
reckoned which is more than l(i feet 
above the floor; but if the roof or (‘oil¬ 
ing is inclined, tlicn the mean height 
of the same above the floor may be 
taken as the height thereof for tlie 
purposes of this by-law; 

(6) any cattle-shed (constructed and used 
before the date of the enforcement of 
this by-law shall be exempted from 
its operation until two years after 
that date. 

1(5, liccrptachs for tratrr .—All receptacles 
for the storage (U- convt»yance of water shall 
be kept clean. A dairyman or cow-kceper 
shall ensure that the diinking water for cows 
is protected from contaminati(»ii. 

17. Walrr-sttppli/, .Kvery person in charge 

of a dairy shall cause it to be priwided with an 
adequate supply of good and wholesome water 
for cleansing such dairy or any vessel that may 
be used therein for containing milk, and for 
all other reasonable and ne(‘e.ssary purposes in 
connection w’ith the us(‘ thereof. 

18. Clenoliitrss (tf i aUh -filird, - iso cow*- 
keeper or dairyman (»r purveyor (d' milk or 
occupier of a milk store or milk shop shall use 
or permit to be used any milk store or milk 
shop in his occupation as a sleeping apart¬ 
ment or for any purjuKse incompatible with 
the cleanliness of the milk shop or milk store 
and of the milk vessels and the milk therein 
or in any manner likely to eause (‘ontaiuina- 
tion of milk therein. 

19. No cow’-keeper or dairy man or pur¬ 
veyor of milk shall keep swine or poultry in 
any cattle-shed or other building iised by him 
for keeping cows or in any luilk store or other 
place used by him for keeping milk for sale. 

20. Every cow-keiqmr and dairyman shall 
cause every part of the interior of every cattle- 
shed or dairy in his oce.upation to be thorough¬ 
ly cleansed from time to time and as often as 
may be necessary to secure that such places 
shall be at all times reasonably ch^aii. 

21. Every cow-keeper and dairyman shall 
cause the ceilings and the walls of the cattle- 
shed or dairy in his o<M‘upution to be properly 
lime-washed at least twice every year and at 
such other times as may be necessary; 

Provided that this requirement shall not 
apply to such ceiling and walls for which 
lime-washinf is unsuitable. 


28. Cleanliness of milk shop and milk 
stare, —^Every occupier of a milk store or shop 
shall cause every part of tlie interior to be 
thoroughly cleansed from time to time and as 
often as may be necessary to maintain it in 
a thorough state of cleanliness. 

24. Health and inspection of milch animals 
in dairies, —The Commissioners shall cause to 
be made su(di inspections of dairy cattle as 
may hi* nec.essary. 

25. Cleanliness of milk re.s 5 cZ.v.—Every 
cow-keeper or dairyman shall from time to 
time and as often as may be ne(*.es8ary cause 
every milk vessel that may be used by him for 
the sale, eonveyam^e or storage of milk to be 
thoroughly cleansed with steam or clean boil¬ 
ing water and shall otherwise, take all proper 
precautions for the maintenance of such milk 
vesstd in a constant state of cleanliness. 

On every occasion when any such vessel 
shall have been used to contain milk or shall 
have been returned to him after having 
been out of his possession, he shall cau.se such 
vessel to be forthwith so cleansed. 

20. Protection of milk against infection 
or contamination .—Every purveyor, seller or 
retailer of milk shall fake all r(*asonable and 
proper precaution in cotine(!tion with the 
storage and distribution of milk and otherwise 
to ju’cvent exposure of milk lo any infection 
or contamination. 

27. No puiTcyor, seller or retailer of milk 
shall deposit or k(*ep any milk intended for 
sale— 

{a) in an> room or plu(*e where it would be 
liabh' to be(*ome infec'ted or conta- 
miiuiled by imi)ure air or by any 
offensive, noxious or deleterious ^us 
or substance or by any noxious or in¬ 
jurious emauaiion, exhalation or 
effluvium; 

{h) in any room used as a kitchen or living 
room;

Character of the seasmi ,—At the beginning 
of the season the weather was generally favour¬ 
able for planting in East and North Bengal 


while insufficient rainfall interfered with the 
progress of the operation in some West Ben¬ 
gal districts. Subsequent conditions were 
generally helpful for growth. The outlook, 
so far, is reported to be satisfactory, on the 
whole. 


Area planted ,—The total area i>lanted with 
sugarcane for the j)rovince is reported to be 
353,200 acres this year as against 324,700 and 
325,400 acres repoii^d respectively in the cor¬ 
responding and final forecasts of last year.

. for July 1936. 

I. Character of the season. —During the 
month under review, the rainfall was in excess 
of the normal througliout the Presidency, 
except only in 24-Parganas, Khulna, Midna- 
pore, Jalpaiguri, Faridpur and the Chitta¬ 
gong Hill Tracts, where the fall was bidow 
the average. The usual rainfall statement is 
appended. 

II. Progress of agricultural operations .— 
Transplantation of winter paddy seedlings 
commenced but more rain was needed to 
facilitate the operation Cvspetdally in the high 
land tracts. Harvesting of autumn rice and 
jute was progressing in North and East 
Bengal. 

III. Sttrfe of standing crops. —The condi¬ 
tion of standing (‘ro^Jf^ was reportt^d to be 
generally fair. 

IV. Prospects and prohnhle outturn .— 
The outturn of summer til was estimated at 
81 per cent, of the normal. Prospects of 
autumn rice are generally reported to be fair. 


V. liaitmge to stmiding crops ^—^No 
damage to standing crops was reported from 
any part of the province. 

VI. Co^idition of agricultural stock, —The 
condition of live-stock was, on the whole, fair. 
Sporadic cases of cattle disease were, how¬ 
ever, reported from seventeen districts of the 
Presidency and from the States of Cooch 
Behar and Tripura. 

VII. ^ Failure of pasturage anid foUer ,— 
Insufficienc.y of fodder was reported from 
parts of Birbhum. 

VIII. Prices of food grains. —During the 
second fortnight of the month the retail 
prices of common rice of the cheapest quality 
rose in six districts, fell in four and remained 
stationary in the rest of the Presidency. The 
prices ranged from 94 seers per rupee in 
Burdwan to 13^ seers per rupee in Khulna. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population. 
—The condition of agricultural population 
was, on the whole, fair, except in parts of 
24-Parganas, Nadia, Murshidabad, Khulna, 
Burdwan, Birbbum, Baukura and Hooghly, 
where distress continues.
